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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

the newly cited prior art of record fairly disclose or render obvious the claimed 
method of treating an organic wastewater containing an aminopolycarboxylic acid 
selected from the group consisting of EDTA, PDTA and DTP A, using the range of 
frequencies for the vibrating of the wastewater followed by the treatment of the 
wastewater with a microorganism. 

As stated in the response, the declaration filed 8/31/06 shows the 
unexpected results obtained in the treatment of wastewater contaminated with 
the claimed aminopolycarboxylic acid using the electrolytic oxidation treatment 
with the vibration of the organic wastewater at a frequency of 10 cycles/sec to 
100 cycles/sec.
